Irrigation And 
Forest Growth 

In No Province Are Irrigation 

And Forest Conservation So 

Closely Linked As In Alberta 

When irrigation farmers look to 
the watershed, of the East Slope of 
the Rock : es as the source of vir¬ 
tually all ol Alberta’s rivers, one 
point is often overlooked. A for¬ 
est-covered watershed at high al¬ 
titudes receives far heavier pre¬ 
cipitation than does a watershed 
at low altitudes. European scienti¬ 
fic tests, accepted as authoritative 
by Canadian and American ex¬ 
perts, show that precipitation is 
*3 per cent greater in mountain 
forests of 2.500 feet than in those 
at nearly sea level. The increase 
is as high as 84 percent at alti¬ 
tudes of 3 000 feet, and it must he 
r^niemhere I that Calgary’s alti¬ 
tude is 3,500 feet, with about the 
same situation applying to the 
woode! Vone nt the hase of Alber¬ 
ta’s mountain valleys. 

Another well-proven fact is that 
'••fluence a’r conditions to a height 
forests, such a* those of Alheita 
crowns of the trees. When one 
compares the precipitation falling 
upon a well-forested mountain 
s’one or valley, it is often as much 
as ’’R norr-mt more than the pre¬ 
cipitation on treeless mountain 
terrain. 

The key to a reliable and in¬ 
creasing supply of water for irri¬ 
gation nnd other purjioses in Al¬ 
berta is not oolv a question of the 
Rocky Mountains but of the condi¬ 
tion of the forest resources that rov 
er the lower mountain slopes. Irri¬ 
gation joins hands with forest ro"- 
servat : on as in no otbpr n-oviroe of 
Canada and the upholding of the 
F.ast Slope’s mantle of woodlands 
becomes a subject of close trterest 
to ever” one interested in irriga¬ 
tion.—Albrta Wheat Pool.

A tragedy occurred at Lake Mc¬

About 1.30 Lome was 
standing fishing on a high bank, 
and there was no one in his im¬ 
mediate vicinity at that time. He 
must have slipped over the bank 
into the water, which was about 
15 feet deep at that point. He was 
unable to swim. 

Help was quickly secured from 
Milo, and only about 20 minutes 
elapsed before the body was re¬ 
covered from the water, but all 
efforts at revival were unavailing. 
Dr. Carson and Const. Hearst, 
R.C.M.P., of Vulcan, were immedi¬ 
ately summoned, as was the Jones 
ambulance of High River. The 
coroner, Dr. Carson, decided that 
an inquest was unnecessary.

The Alberta crop report No. 6, 
issued by the agricultural exten¬ 
sion service of the Department of 
Agriculture and dated July 24th, 
says that crop prospects are very 
satisfactory in district No. 4, which 
centres around Vulcan. The con¬ 
dition of the local crops is rated 
at good to excellent, with TO'/r of 
wheat in head and 45 '/r of the 
coarse grains. Some hail damage 
is reported. Haying is progress¬ 
ing with good yield and quality. 
Estimated yield of fall rye is 30 
bushels to the acre. Summer- 
fallow is in fair to good condition 
and pasture growth is good. 

Rain would be welcome in this 
district but most crops are stand¬ 
ing up well to the heat. Some 
stubble crops are deteriorating.

In rejecting Communist offers 
to join the C.C.F., Mr. Coldwell 
may have been influenced by the 
example of the British Socialist 
party. Mr. King, however, had 
learned to respect the organi¬ 
zational and vote-getting ability 
of the Communists as displayed 
in the plebiscite. Those who ex¬ 
pected conscription to be snowed 
under had not reckoned with the 
fact that Russia was - in the War 
by that time and that her friends, 
hostile or lukewarm before, 
would be Red-hot now. They 
were out to help Russia even 
though it meant helping Britain. 

They changed the result from 
a defeat of conscription to a 
victory for it. So when Mr. Buck 
announced his intention to help 
out the government, Mr. King, 
unlike Mr. Coldwell, did not ob¬ 
ject ;neither did his followers. In 
the bye-election in North Grey, 
the Communists supported the 
then Defence Minister, General 
MacNaughton, and in the gen¬ 
eral elections following they 
supported the government ex 
ccpt in a few ridings -where they 
had candidates of their own. 

While the process adopted 
served to uncover 18 persons and 
commit them to stand trial one 
cannot be sure that it did not 
also serve to conceal as well as 
to reveal. Outside of Fred Rose, 
M.P., those standing trial were 
only civil servants. Who was 
the person so influential with 
tiie government as to be able 
to secure places in External Af¬ 
fairs, munitions, research la¬ 
boratories, War Information, 
radio, aviation, invention and 
other branches where secrets 
could .be obtained for the spy 
ring? 

Mr. King stressed the point 
that they were mostly temporary 
servants, taken on during the 
war. When it was over, how¬ 
ever, hundreds of other tempor¬ 
ary servants were dropped but 
these remained. Whose was the 
influence that got them in and 
kept them on while they were 
serving a foreign state? Under 
the commission set-up, the in¬ 
fluential higher-ups could be

Hansell Would 
Hush Jute Box 

Gomes to support of those who 

crave quiet in restaurants. 

Would gladly pay tax to 
stop horrific noise 

E, G. Hansell, M.P., is a frequent 
speaker in the House of Commons, 
and is not as oftqn quoted in this 
paper as he should be. However, 
his declaration in parliament the 
other day rc juke boxes wins him 
three rousing’cheers from quite an 
element of Canadian people—all 
those who enjoy peace and quiet 
during their meals. 

Mr. Hansell said: “Whenever I 
go to a restaurant to eat a meal 
somebody is bound to drop a nickel 
into the juke box and blare into 
my ears some of our western cul¬ 
ture, some of our American culture. 
Let the minister put a little gadget 
on these machines so that the rest 
of us that do not like it can drop 
in a nickel that will turn the thing 
off. That is one tax that I should 
be gljJd to pay.” \. 

Acting Finance Minister Abbott: 
‘‘I am glad to hear that, because 
we have taxed both the machine 
and the fellow who wants to turn 
it on.” 

Mr. Hansell: “Then you will 
get us coming both ways. You now 
are getting the tax from the one 
who wants the culture and you will 
get a tax from the cultured gentle¬ 
men who do not want it.” 

Mr. HanselFs suggestion should 
be tried out by the government 
from the standpoint of relative 
profit. As things are now, the 
juke box is silent till some one 
drops in a nickel to start it making 
noises. Everyone within some dis¬ 
tance is exposed to that noise, and 
if those who like juke noise want 
also to converse they just turn 
the juke louder so that it can roar 
above their voices. Those who 
crave silence are left swooning in 
a horrific bedlam. 

Now suppose the juke boxes 
were geared to turn out music all 
the time and were only silenced by 
inserting a nickel, would profits 
be greater or less? That is a bit 
of research that should be widely 
explored. Who has the most 
nickels — the staid people who 
loathe unnecessary noise at meal 
times, and who enjoy a little quiej 
conversation with a table com¬ 
panion, or the giddier element that 
considers greater and more rasp¬ 
ing noises as ev : dence of good times 
and the full life? 

Mr. Hansell’s proposal of a 
gadget that would bring silence by 
depositing a nickel still leaves 
something to be desired. It might 
result in still more diabolic situa¬ 
tions at restaurants. There would 
be a flood of nickels into the juke 
box, but no assurance of either 


12 Man Jury vs. 

6 Man Jury 

In debating the question of jur¬ 
ies in the House of Commons, and 
the provision to he made for a 12 
man jury in Saskatchewan, A. L. 
Smith, K.C. of. Calgary, contrib¬ 
uted his ideas on juries, pointing 
to an extraordinary situation pre¬ 
vailing in Alberta. He said: "I 
would like to refer to the question 
of challenging. Last fall I defend¬ 
ed a young man charged with mur¬ 
der. He was convicted. In the prov¬ 
ince of Alberta, 1 was allowed to 
exercise six challenges while the 
crown had, in effect, forty or fifty. 
They have so many challenges and 
so many stand-asjdes, as we call 
them, that it runs to'the figure of 
forty-six. " During vacation I ap¬ 
pealed the verdict and a new trial 
was ordered. My brother defend¬ 
ed the spe chap and he was ae- 
. quitted. , 

“But in that case as in- all other 
cases we used our six challenges. 

■ It means that the crown just looks 
over the remainder of the panel 
and takes anyone he wishes. I 
think it a terrible comment on the 
administration of justice that a 
man charged with murder in Al¬ 
berta has six challenges and the 
crown has forty odd. It means 
they select whomsoever they want. 

I raised the point with the minis¬ 
ter last fall and I know that he 
has made some inquiries out there. 

1 know that they did. They circu¬ 
lated a questionnaire to the bench¬ 
ers of the law society. The point is 
this, they were not men who knew 
anything about criminal law or 
had any experience whatever with 
it. They thought perhaps it might 
be all right. I do not suppose the 
attorney-general wants to alter. I 
am not so keen on the twelve-man 
jury. We have had a six man 
jury ever since we have had jur¬ 
ies and to' my mind a sixman jury 
works just as well no matter which 
side you are on. 

“I suggest to the minister that 
when a person is accused, without 
anybody being consulted, of the 
most serious of all crimes, namely 
murder, in Alberta, the law should 
put him in the same position as 
he would be in in any other part of 


Canada. Out there we are stand¬ 
ing alone in that miserable position 
Every other province permits 
twenty challenges. It seems to me 
that this parliament should not 
wait longer to rectify a state of 
affairs unjustified from any point 
of view. 

“This originates with the North¬ 
west Territories Act. It was fixed 
up for Saskatchewan, but for some 
reason we were left out on the 
end of the limb where we have re¬ 
mained ever since. It can be chang 
ed with the addition of three or 
four words. Just put Alberta in 
the same position as all other 
people in Canada. I think all hon¬ 
orable members will agree that it 
is not right to have a man charged 
in one province and put in an in¬ 
terior position to that in which he 
would be if he were charged in 
Saskatchewan or B.C” 

Minister of Justice St. Laurent: 
“I fully agree that provisions for 
trial of a man charged with mur¬ 
der should be the same in all prov¬ 
inces, and will endeavor to have 
parliament do something about it 
at this session.” 

Fingerlings For 
Local Streams 

Nearly half a million yearling 
trout, measuring from three or 
four inches, to eight or ten inches 
in length will be taken from rear¬ 
ing ponds within the next few 
weeks and placed in Southern Al¬ 
berta streams. Willow Creek will re 
ceive 40,000; 50,000 will go into 

the High wood River; 40,000 into 
South Sheep Creek, 100,000 into 
the Row River tributaries and 
100,000 into Elbow River tribu¬ 
taries. 

Alberta coal has fidvauced 90 
cts. a ton in Ontario. 

Present British ration of sugar 
is half pound a week, with candy 
half 07 .. a week. An extra pound of 
sugar per person will be allotted on 
Sept. 15. 

At the last session of legislature 
?500,000 was voted for new agri¬ 
cultural schools in Alberta. Leth¬ 
bridge is advancing the benefits 
of using the Prisoner of War camp 
for this purpose.
